On June 21 it was announced in Mexico 
City that Villa had perfected plans to 
attack Zacatecas with 25,000 men,. 51 
siege guns, and 75 rapid-fire guns. On 
the day following it was stated that Gen. 
Natera-had given up his command and 
would not take part in the siege « of 
Zacatecas and that Villa would take 
charge. Gen. Villa left Torreon for the 
siege on June 22, and it was stated that 
brisk fighting was then-~going on be- 
tween the outposts. 

Villa was supposed to have reached 
Fresnillo, thirty-five miles from Zaca- 
tecas, on June 23, and-it was said that 
5,000 cavalry had been ordered to march 
overland to the besieged city. Arturo 
Elias, the Huerta Consul at El Paso, 
said: that Villa’s forces had been re- 
pulsed the day before and forced to re- 
treat to the north with great losses of 
ammunition and men. Others arriving 
at El Paso from the south said that in 
three attacks on Zacatecas Gen. Natera 
had been driven off with the most seri- 
ous losses that. the Constitutionalists 
had yet suffered. 

Zacatecas, under normal .conditions, 
has a population of about 40,000, and is 
one of the important silver-mining cen- 
tres of Mexico. The city was founded 
in 1546 and is modern, having large pub- 
lic buildings, an Institute of Sciences, a 
Mint, and the famous, Calderon Theatre. 

The city lies in a valley at an altitude 
of 8,000: feet, and is 110 ‘miles north- 
west of San Luis Potosi. It is on *the 
Mexican National Railway, which 
passes through Aguascalientes to Mex- 
ico City, and is about 350 miles from the 
capital in a straight line. 

Owing to the rugged character of the 
country the distance by the railway line 
is nearly 500 miles. Zacatecas has large 
pottery industries, and a fine cathedral 
dating back to the beginning of the sev- 
enteenth century. Of late “years copper 
mining has been taking the place of . sil- 
ver, of which it is estimated more than 
$700,000,000 worth has been produced 
since 1546. 

Zacatecas is the capital of the State 
of that name, which has a population of 
more than 450,000.

Carranza Informed .That_ Federals 
Have Moved’ to Other Towns. 


SALTILLO, June? 23; \ (Via- Laredo, 
Texas, June 24:)—Ftderal.troops which 
have been stationed at San Luis Potosi 
already have evacuated that town with 
the exception of # small garrison, ac- 
cording to a report by courier received 
at the headquarters of Gen. Carranza 
today. According to the report most of 
the Federal troops under Gen. Joaquin 
Maass ‘have been sent to reinforce 
Aguascalientes ahd to garrison Quere- 
taro. The Constitutionalists have 
reached a point on the railroad fifty 
kilometers from San Luig Potosi and 
are repairing the railroad as rapidly as 
possible. 

Gen. Gonzales arrived last night with 
2,000 men from Monterey. He was joined 
this morning by Gen. Luis Caballero, 
Governor of the State of Tamaulipas, 
and Gen. Comacho, who is operating in 
the State of Puebla. These Generals, 
with the Cabrera. brothers, leaders in 
the State of Hidalgo, conferred today 
regardins the affairs of ino’ Constitu- 
tionalists., Gonzales’s 2,000 troops, 
Was announced, wilt leave for the south 
tomorrow. The brigade of Gen. Cesario 
Castro also)is preparing to entrain for 
the south.

AIRBOAT IN STORM 
HAS NARROW ESCAPE 


Wind Tosses the America About 
While Twelve Men Hang to 
Ropes to Keep Her Down. 


FLIES WITH FOUR’ ABOARD 


Barely “Misses Two Canoes—Cur- 
ties Workmen Will Win $94,000 
if Ocean Flight Succeeds.

HAMMONDSPORT, N. Y., June 24.— 
Rodman Wanamaker’s transatlantic 
flier, the America, made its third flight 
at 7:44 o’clock tonight after a narrow 
escape from being wrecked during a sud- 
den storm at 5:30 o’clock this afternoon. 

Several of the phi = by which it is 
held to’ the ground had been untied in 
order to give room for workmen to fit 
supplementary hydroplaning surfaces on 
each’ side of the America’s’ keel. The 
storm came without warning. A gust of 
wind lifted the left wing, from” which 
most of the ropes had been loosened, 
several inches off the ground. 

Glenn Curtiss, who was superintend- 
ing the work, shouted for some of the 
men to fasten down -the ropes. Two of 
his employes started to do this, when a 
second blast, more powerful than the 
first, lifted. the wing. again. The two 
men grasped the ends of the wing .and 
hung onto it, but the wind, Ifcreasing in 
fury, lifted them about two feet off the 
ground, while the -airboat tugged at 
other .ropés on the left side and’ threat- 
ened to pull them.from. their stakes. 

Curtiss and nine other men: who :were 
on the aviation field ran to the left side 
of.the machine and took hold of the 
wing. and. hung. ‘their-: bodies from 
its edge, their combined weight barely 
sufficing to drag it to the ground. The

The America; however, suffered no 
damage. ..Just before the flight in the 
evening another minor accident took 
place. While the engines ‘were being 
tried . out.. before the America was 
ushered into the water, the propellors 
developed great speed, and started’the 
airboat forward. It bumped from the 
launching cradle and its nose dropped 
several feet to the ground. Several per- 
sons who were standing in front of it 
had to throw themselves to the ground 
to escape injury. It was righted ina 
few minutes, however; and-was started 
uninjured, for- the water. 

The stiffness of the new . engines 
gavé some trouble in cranking it, but 
just before 8 o’clock it got under way 
with four men aboard—Lieut.. Porte, 
George Hallett, James La Monte, and 
George Robinson. 

After driving through the water for 
about 200 yards it rose easily into the 
air. After about fifteen minutes of 
flying Lieut. Porte started back for 
the aviation field. 

There were a number of canoes on the 
lake near Harmimondsport which were 
only visible at close range. These gave 
the air pilot a little trouble. Once when 
he was flying about 300 yards from 
shore at a height of two feet above the 
water a canoe got directly in his path. 
The canoeist paddled desperately, but 
could. .not.get clear of America’s sev- 
enty-two-foot wing spread. 

From the shore it looked for a second 
as if the canoelst was doomed. The

$8,450,000 T0 PUBLIC 


Widow of Banker Gives $5,000,- 
000 to American Museum 
of Natural History. 


$3,866,000 TO. RELATIVES 


Gives Metropolitan Museum Privi- 
lege of Taking Such Pictures as It 
Wants from Her Collection. 


Mrs, Maria De Witt Jesup, widow of 
Morris K. Jesup, the banker and. phi- 
lanthropist, left $8,450,000 to public and 
charitable institutions, made “cash be- 
quests of $3,866,000 to her relatives; 
friends, and employes, and divided the 
residuary estate between Thomas, De 
Witt Cuyler, her nephew, and Bleanor 
De Graff Cuyler, her niece. The most 
notable bequest was one of $5,000,000 to 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, of which Mrs. Jesup’s husband 
was the President for twenty-six years, 
Mrs. Jesup died on June 17 at her home 
at 197 Madison Avenue.

Morris K. Jesup, who died on Jan. 22, 
1908, became President of the Museum 
of Natural ‘History in 1882, and devoted 
a large part of his time and energy to 
In his lifetime Mr, Jesup 
gave, more than $1,000,000 to the mu- 
seum, and under: his will it. inherited 
an additional ($1,000,000.. Many of 
the most valuable collections: which 
the museum possesses. are due to 
Mr. Jesup’s interest. The cases of 
specimens of native woods and 


minerals were obtained and then en- 
lafged through his efforts. He helped 
to finance many expeditions of scien- 
tific research, rene 5 them several of 
the polar quests Admiral Peary. 
After Mr. Jesup’s death his wife con- 
tinued to aid € museum with gifts, 
contributing cere. to back the mu- 
seum’s expeditions. In 1910 she gave to 
the museum a collection of ethnological 
objects from the Phili Rpines-

Mayor Mitchel’s- pistol accidentally 
shot- ex-Senator William H. Reynolds in 
front of the Mitchel home ‘at: 258 River- 
side Drive on Saturday afternoon, it was 
learned last night. The ‘automatic 
pistol dropped from a holster carried 
by Mr. Mitchel: when: he was alighting 


from his automobile. ‘It struck the. side- 
walk, breaking the safety clutch set 
against the trigger and forced the ham- 
mer down, exploding a cartridge. 

The bullet hit ex-Senator Reynolds, 
who had alighted just before the Mayor, 
on the left thigh, and, coming out, 
passed through the middle finger of 
his left hand. He was taken to St. 
Luke’s Hospital, where he was do- 
ing well last night. The danger of 
septic poisoning from gunshot wounds 
was not past but the condition of che 
patient was so good that his early re- 
covery was expected without serious 
| results. : 

Mrs. Mitchel was with her~ husband, 
close ‘to Reynolds, at the. time the re-, 
volver exploded, and ‘both were ene 
dangered by the chance shot.

Mayor Tells of Accident. __ 

After visiting the Sénator in the hos- 
pital last night, Mr: Mitchel at his home 
told how the accident happened. be 

“On Saturday Senator Reynolds, Mrs.. 
Mitchel, myself, and a friend of Mrs. 
Mitchel motored to my farm at Croton, 
and we took along several revolvers 


jand a rifle for target practice,” he said. 


“We shot at a target there and re- 
turned home in the afternoon. When 
we reached the house here the Senator 
alighted first, carrying several of the 
revolvers and a coat and started for the 
door. I had assisted Mrs: Mitchel to 
alight; then I-picked up a revolver that 
was inclosed in a leather holster ont 
turned to follow the Senator. 

‘A motor coat that I had thrown 

over my atm eaught on some metal pro- 
jection of the automobile, dragging me 
around and ‘throwing my arm. upward. 
The movement . tipped the holster up- 
ward and the revolver slipped out, butt 
first, but I did not notice this until 
the explosion occurred. 
« “The revolver struck the sidewalk in: 
@ peculiar way—probably it would not 
happen exactly that way once in a 
hundred times. I always carry a re- 
volver at safety, so that it will be im- 
possible to fire it without breaking the 
mechanism, or releasing the clutch. Be-

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Close Friends for Years. 


Mrs, Angle and Mr. Ballou had been 
close friends for more than five years. 
Although he was 29 years older than 
Mrs. Angle they, often went about to- 
gether. They were frequently seen in 
restaurants and riding in her father’s 
automobile together. But with all, this 
there was never a word of scandal in 
Stamford about either of them. It was 
remarkable “how every one here testi- 
fied to Mrs. Angle’s good reputation. 

Mrs. Angile’s father and Mr. Ballou 
were good friends, «Some persons be- 
lieved that Mr. Ballou, would marry 
Mrs. Angle, but others said that their 
friendship was purely platonic. Mr. 
Ballou was a widower and Mrs. Angle 
@ widow. She had been divorced six 
years. Her former husband, Frank 
Angle, lives in Bridgeport. She ob- 
tained the divorce on the ground of 
desertion. Angle said in Bridgeport 
that he was convinced that his ‘former 
wife’s reputation was unimpeachable. 


No Murder Motive.

Injuries Indicate a Fall. 


“The principal of these injufies, the 
two linear fractures in particular,’ Dr, 
Weaver said, “were caused by a blow 
either on the forehead or on top of the 
head, and it was a very heavy blow. 
The blow was fTeceived in one of the 
strongest parts of the skull and the 
fractures were made in one of the 
weakest. This often happens. 

“The blow was from a vow ye a flat 
surface, not a blunt or pointed instru- 
ment. It might have come-from a fall 
on a cement floor or from some such 
thing as a*bed slat or chair back.” 

Dr. Weaver was asked by the Cor- 
oner to give his opinion of how the 
blow was received. 

“A fall down the steps from the third- 
floor landi to the second-floor land- 
ing,””’ he said, ‘‘ would explain all of the 
injuries. If Mr. Ballou was kiilled by 
a blow delivered by some one it was in 
a scuffle. The marks on the face; nose, 
hands, and skull could not all have 
been delivereg’ in one death-dealin 
blow. One blow could have-caused bot 
of the long fractures which were the 
cause of deith, however.”’

Proves the Authenticity of Book 
of Genesis; Dr. Schech- 
ter Says. 


HE WILL GO TO OXFORD 


Head of Jewish Seminary Says 
Nippur Tablets Have Revealed 
Oldest Account of the Flood. 


The publication yesterday of the dis- 
covery made by Dr. Langdon of Jesus 
College, Oxford, of a pre-Semitic account 
of the. deluge among the early Baby- 
lonjan tablets disinterred at. Nippur 
aroused the greatest interest among 
scholars and students of the Bible in 
this city, . 

Dr. Solomon Schechter, the well-known 
theologian and Président of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary since 1902, a for- 
mer professor at Cambridge University, 
and Professor of Hebrew at the Univer- 
sity College in London, when seen at 
his home, 468 Riverside Drive, yester- 
day afternoon, was enthusiastic over Dr. 
Langdon’s work. 

“I know that Prof; Lahgdon is a 
careful scholar, and I have great faith 
in His announcement,” he said. “If it 
is as announced, I can only’ say. that it 
is so remarkable. as to be titanic. I 
cannot make intelligent observations 
about ‘this until I haye the full infor- 
mation. I am going over to Hambirg 
next week, and I shall cross over to 
England and see with my cwn eyes 
what he has found. > 

* As I understand the announcement, 
Prof. Langdon has found the origin of 
the Book of Genesis, and his discovery 
goes to prove the authenticity of that 
work. George Smith’s discoveries in 
Chaldea, which was the ancient name 
for Babylonia, in 1872 and 1873, while 
fairly complete. differed in material 
facts from ‘the text of the Book of 
Genesis as handed down by the He- 
brews. That led to a great amount of 
controversy which has never been satis- 
factorily settled. Now. the Chaldean 
account of the Deluge is of later date 
than the Nippur tablets that Prof. 
Langdon has just translated. . That 
proves that they are an account of the 
same story, corrupted by generations 
of telling and shaping to the religious 
necessities of the day. The Langdon 
translations are of writing that might 
date back -to over 2,000 years B. C. 
while those of the Chaldean account 
must date from about between 600 and 
1,000 years B. C. 

“Thus it is easily deduced that the 
Jews obtained the more ancient account 
of the Deluge, for at the time all those 
countries were under the same King or 
Emperor. Later the Jews became a sep- 
arate kingdom, and kept the old story 
perfect and intact, while in Assyria and 
Asia Minor it was corrupted and adapt- 
ed to the needs of the people. It is not 
surprising that the oldest account of 
the Flood, should agree with that in 
the Jewish records: I am very sorry 
that there are breaks in the inscriptions. 
They, of. course, lead. to inaccuracies. 
The account of the Fall of n i 
which Noah appears instead of Adam 
requires further explanation. , It is m 
opinion that a fragment:of the Enoc 
legend has entered into this and cre- 
ated confgsion that has resulted in the 
identities. of Adam and Noah being con- 
fused. This, however, is only con- 
jJecture. 

“The portion of the translation in 
which Noah received revelations from 
the Babylonia water god, Enki, ing 
taught the wisdom of the gods, will re- 
quire much explanation, can find no 

arallel”’ to. this in the Bible although 

oah was advised of the coming of the 
flood. . This. sounds a little like the 
Enoch legend also, and it will be diffi- 
cult to determine the exact truth. You 
know. Enoch occurs in several places 
and seems to nave been an important 
personage, but there is never very much 
about him. He 1s one of those mystical, 
almost mythical, characters in the an- 
ecient. writings who are always being 
confounded with some one else and 
leading to inaccuracy. ‘The story of 
Enoch as told in the. Apocrypha seems 
to have a _ pertinent relation to the Noah 
of f. Langdon’s translations. Prof. 
Langdon’s discovery: when properly 
placed before-the public will add greatly 
to the proof.of the authentici of the 
Book of Genesis and the ole Old 
Testament.” 

“Tt seems a shame that it ‘took an 
English professor to make this discov- 
ery.’ These Nippur tablets have n 
in the Museum of the Universit Pe 

e 
deciphering ought to have been done by 
an American. It seems as though none 
of the archaeologists of this country 
would attempt to do this work, although 
several wanted very much to try it. It 
was told to me that there were always 
difficulties placed in the way of Amer- 
ican Professors of Biblican archaeology 
wheli they wanted to get at these Nip- 
pur tablets: Prof. Langdon does not 
seem to have had this trouble and has 
succeeded where our own. people, have 
not even been able to try.” 

Prof, Loring Woart Batten, Clement 
C. Moore, Professor of the Literature 
and Interpretation of the Old Testa- 
ment at the General Theological Sem- 
inary, Chelsea Square, was greatly in- 
terested in Prof. Langdon’s discovery 
but thought it was not or very great 
importance. 
“T doubt if Prof. Langdon has dis- 
covered anything new,”’ he said, “ and 
the announcement that I read contained 
only a few facts. As soon as 1 can get 
the full text of his translations I will be 
better able to judge and decide if there 
is anything new in it. He sccms to 
have found only another variation of the 
ame story that the Jews wrote in their

No New Yorker can hear without -a 
feeling of pride and satisfaction the 
comments which are being made all 
over the country on the demand, 
made here, that HBtrau Root recon- 
sider his determination not to be a 
Candidate- for the Senate. It has 
ceased to“be solely. a State. matter'and 
is becoming one of concern to the 
nation. From New England .to the 
Pacific Coast the comments aré all of 
one character, and those made by 
Democrats and Progressives, as well 
as by Republicans, recognize the high 
position which New York has assumed 
in the Senate. Such a tribute is no 
less agreeable to New York because’ 
she has not always been able to com- 
mand.it. The Empire State was long 
condemned to a disgraceful silence in 
the nation’s cduncils. While States. 

ke Rhode. Island, .Maine,. and. Con- 

ticut supplied the Senaté’s leaders, 
New York was voiceless and impotent 
with its Platts and Edward Murphtys.

REVISING THE BRITISH BUDGET. 
Now it appears why the British 
Chancellor was so bitter against Mr. 
Hinu’s criticism of his budget. When 
Mr, Gworem berated the American 
“ puccaneers”” and Pirates’’ for 
their criticism of his policy of social 
reforms by taxation he knew that his 
budget was a botch, and could not be 
forced upon Englishmen by the party 
representing the majority of the na- 
tion. This has been confessed by tak- 
ing a penny off the income tax. So 
far as it has been collected it must 
be repaid, and all the July dividend 
and interest warrants must be re- 


idrawn, The muddle is worse than 


our own income tax caused. 

There is another point of interest 
to Americans in the manner in which 
the British budget “fell to pieces,” 
in the language of one London news- 
paper on Tuesday. The Speaker ruled 
out of order the legislative provi- 
sions which were “‘ tacked ”’ on to the 
budget. These “riders,” as we call 
them, and of which some most ob- 
jectionable are now pending at Wash- 
ington, were not allowed even to be 
put to a vote. The Chancellor's re- 
forms must be postponed until he can 
get the money for them, and perhaps 
hé: cannot get it at all. Several by- 
élections have been lost on his in- 
surance scheme, and it is said by 
British judges that the budget fiasco 
will hasten a general election with no 
presumption in favor of the Govern- 
ment through the benevolences whose 
economic effects were indicated by 
Mr. Hitu. -No wonder the British 
Chancellor raged at the foreign critic 
whose plain and polite words exposed 
him to his'countrymen.

Gunda’s Case 


“That Justification for the sévere treat- 
ment of prisoners, even when they are 
human criminals, is viewed very much 
askance by modern penologists, and its 
use In the case of.an animal is a re- 
minder of the Middle Ages, when bulls 
and bears and other beasts occasionally 
homicidal were often tried in court for 
murder, and, when convicted, put to 
death by. the common hangman. Of 
course Gunda is in no degree responsi- 
ble for his ferocity, and while in it full 
warrant might be found for killing him, 
if the public safety could not otherwise 
be secured, it is no excuse at all for 
condemning him to long yéars of con- 
stant suffering. 

Dr. HornaDAY denies that Gunda does 
suffer. Now, few of us would claim to 
know as much about animals as “does 
this properly eminent authority, but per- 
haps he is not so much better informed 
than the rest of us as to. the emotions 
and sensations of animals, fof in that 
respect they are dark mysteries to all 
of us. This elephant’s life has been 
brought down to mere existence in con- 
ditions as unlike those natural to him as 
could easily be imagined. _His. motions 
have been reduced -to a monotonous 
swaying on feet practically fixed. There 
is reason for believing that this immo- 
bility has for him something of the 
deadly tedium that would soon drive 
mad a human being in liké imprison- 
ment, and that the weariness is not ac- 
companied by more or less of pain passes 
eredulity. 

Whether Gunda suffers or not, there is 
no doubt that many do who watch his 
Persistent resort to the one poor means 
of relief that has been left to him.

AN EASY QLD AGE. 


How ‘Retired Business Men May 
Retain the Zest of Life. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The ever-delightful ‘‘ Topics of the Times ” 
in referring to old age pensions touched upon 
the generally accepted belief that commercial 

mén upon retirement are subject to ennui, 
rust, and decay. There are enough instances 
in my observation to refute the claim, . Serv- 
ing recently on a Grand Jury, of its twenty- 
three Members nitie were retired business 
men, and during our intercourse of a month 
I found seven of them with alert mental 
action, dispassionate in survey, and with 
eager interest and comprehension of the, 
cases presented, comparing favorably with 
the other members in active pursuits. 

Pretty nearly'all of us, even during strenu- 
ous occupations, experience an hour or two 
of tedium daily, perhaps periods of stagna- 
tion resultant ‘from mental or physical -fa- 
tigue, Others beyond 60 are uniformly tedious 
to all they encounter, through inability to 
accept new conditions, through the peevish- 
ness common to some in advancing age, and 
through general pessimism. Every day should 
be @ welcome birth in experience. . Entering 
business life at 13, after forty-two rs of 
activity, several causes, some of them. ob- 
ligatory, appealed to me as reasons for re- 
tirement, although the fear was entertained, 
based upon the experience or premonitions of 
others, of general mental and physical atro- 
phy succéeding relinquishment of life’s habit. 
A struggle ef months of considerafion fol- 
lowed, until, I summoned the courage to do 
that which I was afraid to do. Nearly five 
years have passed, and there are no regrets: 
On the contrary, life is more satisfying be- 
cause it occupies broader fields. 

Over thirty years’ concentration on one en- 
terprise narrowed my scope of vision. «Upon 
retirement wider vistas opened in all direc- 
tions. In proportion to that which is to be 
known, I found myself often densely ignorant 
of elementary principles. Too late or inapt 
to pursue a single subject with thoroughness, 
the attractions of the many have induced an 
omniverous taste. History, biography, the es- 
sayists, orators, mechanical and natural sci- 
ences, civics, commercialism, sociology, and 
a wide range of subjects are superficially 
traversed. This great city of 330. square 
miles is full of interest in distinctive local- 
ities, buildings, museums, parks, libraries, 
water front, and what not. 
of five to eight miles has not yet exhausted 
its resources for me. I také an occasional 
trip to some other city within several hun- 
dred miles, and I have walked or ridden 
within a radius of twenty-five miles from 
Times Square until I have acquired good 
knowledge of the topography and features of

A TREE CULTURE BUREAU. 


Needed to Look After City’s Plant- |. 
ing and Pruning. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reply to your. correspondent in the 
Bronx who complains of the destruction 
of trees.in that borough by unskillful 
planting and pruning, and wishes to 
know if the Tree Planting Association 
cannot remedy this defect in treé cult- 
ure, I would say that the association has 
been endeavoring for several years to 
have established in the Park Department 
a bureau or board composed of forest- 
ers, one for each borough, who are 
graduates of reputable schools of for- 
estry, and organized, equipped, and ad- 
ministered according to the most. ap- 
proved teaching of the science of for- 
estry. This board or bureau would co- 
ordinate all of the tree culture of .the 
several boroughs; piace all tree plant- 
ing and culture of the greater city on a 
scientific basis, and act as the immediate 
adviser of the Park Board in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the selection, plant- 
ing, cultivation, and conservation of 
trees in the parks, avenues, streets, and 
public places. 

To give this plan of organizing a per- 
manent, scientific, unified, and practi- 
cal system of tree culture for the sev-

WASHINGTON, June 24.—A special in- 
vestigation of the markets of the world, 
with a view to determining the possi- 
bility of increasing the sale of American 
woolen and worsted fabrics, has been 
made for the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
‘mestic Commerce, Department of Com- 
merce, ty American Consular officers in 
various countries. 

Detailed information has been gathered 
Tegarding the conditions of the foreign 
markets and the best methods of intro- 
ducing American goods. Many samples 
have been collected. The countries cov- 
ered in ‘these reports include Canada 
and the West Indies in North America, 
Argentina and Chile in South America, 
British India, Ceylon, China, Japan, an 
Turkey-in Asia, and practically all of 
Wurope. 

This information is to be made avail- 
able to American manufacturers © in 
ere form, and therefore the re- 
ports and samples will be exhibited ac- 
cording io the following schedule in sev- 
eral cities, where they may be exam- 
ined by thosé interested:

\Treasury Department. Finally Fixes’ 
4 It at 15° Per Cent. 


The Treasury Department has given 
‘another turn to the troublesome ques- 
tion of the classification under the new 
tariff of China goatskin mats and rugs, 
by sending out:an order to customs of- 
ficials that from now on. articles -of 
this character must stand a 15 per cent. 
duty under that section of Paragra: 
348,. which specifies. ‘‘ articles of wearing 
apparel of every description partly. or 
wholly: manufactured, composed of,’ or 
of. which hides or skins:of ‘cattle of the 
bovine species, ,or of the dog or goat, 
the component material of chief 
value.”’ : , 

Last Winter the department notified 
the officials that the ¢ S should ‘be 
returned for .duty under Paragraph 
348 at 10-per cent. ad valorem by vir- 
tue of the similitude clause in Para- 
graph 386. The classification then fixed 
was as “ plates and mats of dog and 
goatskins.”’ -The Board of General Ap- 
praisers also so held in the first pro- 
test case of the kind to come before 
it under the Act of 1913. The latest 
shift in the rate to govern the importa- 
tions resulted from correspondence be- 
tween Collector Malone and Assistant 
Secretary Malburn. 


CAN’T SUE EMPLOYERS. 


Compensation Commission to Pro-. 
tect Concerns Insured In State Fund 


The Workmen’s. Compensation Com- 
mission announced a new ruling yester- 
day, under the terms of which the com- 
mission . proposes to protect employers 
insured under the State fund for haz- 
ardous occupations from civil suits for 
damages by injured: employes. The rul- 
ing was announced because of a report 
that the commission's policy was not to 
protect employers from suits em- 
ployes who might allege the act failed to 
cover their cases. 

Section 53 of the Compensation act 
gave the employer full protection from 

amage suits, the commission said. By 
special resolution the commission set 
forth both the text and this interpreta- 
tion of the section: 

‘“‘All employes of an employer, whose 
business is a hazardous ‘employment 
within the meaning of the Workmen’s 
Compensation .act,. are .held by. this 
commission to come. within the pro- 
visions of the act, and therefore have 
no right. to bring on.for damages 
against their employer on account of 
injuries received in the course of 6m- 
ployment.”
